Disuiet No. 2—-Held at Altwona, P,
Aptil 5-6, 1809,

Io the absenee of Prosident Goorge
Hurrls, who waa detalned ot o meoting,
the convention was ealled 10 onder by
s W KIl
dirft, who vequested the doavention o
select i chalvinan 1o net vt President
Huryvie nevived, Chels Evans, nationnl
orgunizer, wis elected chalrmon (o net
untdl Prosident Haeris aveived.  Me
Svans in o peat specch explalned the
obiject of the convention sond appoloted
thie following committen on eredentinls:
James Flyng, Wil Cavlfield and
ichard Crgo,  The eenvention then
adjonened untd!

The eonvention was onlled 1o order
prompily ot the end of thirly mihutes,
The anpouncement was then made that
the vies president, Francls Richardson,
hid gone to YVan Couver's island, and
the CMee of viee president woas deelared
vacant, and the following were nomi-
nuted for the offfee: John Lyneh, Gal-
Htzln, awd John ‘I. Cline, Barnesboro.
Cline veceived 25 votes and Lynch 9
votos,  Oline wus, thorefore, deelared
cleated.  The quostionof adding n mem-
ber to the exeeutive board, who can
spenk the forelgn Inngunges, waus then
discvssed. John Wingen, of DBarnoes-
hore, was nominated and electeda imem-
bor of the board.  The exceutive bowred
was then empowered to recommend for
an orgaoizer’s commission any reliable
and competent member who may be
[ ) l‘lll]’)il'll‘hltl‘(l h_\' h‘ﬂ |"t'$'.} Illllnrl.

The committoe nppoloted w meet the
W. Hobin-

two operators in the elly, Lo

won, of Punxsutawnoy, and John Leahy,
of Lilly, but thoy were unwilling to
the conference without the other
operators, A motion that the report
be regeived and the commitieo retaloed,
An amendmont wis mode to the motion
thut the eommittes bhe  dlsolinrged.
The smendment envelcd A motion W
o intoexeeutive session was lost, and
the oonvention remalned in opon sesslon,
Member  of the Nationonl  Exeeotive
Board Edward MeKay, of Plttsbhurg,
belng preseot, delivered a stiveing nd-
dre=s on the mining sitvation through-
out the country and the work the min-
ers can do, If they will.  He ylolded the
floor to hear the reports of the delegates
from the vurious parts of the distriet
The delegates had not finished thelr re-
ports when the hour for adjovrnment
urrived, and it was decided by motion
o appoint 1 committes on resohitions,

The convention was called 1o order at
030 Wednesday morning, President
Harrls in the chair. = The delegates
who were sob heard the previous even-
ing rveported the condition of thelr
various localities, after which the com-
mittee on vesolutions mude the follow-
ing report, which was unanimously
adopted:

WaerEAS, The operators have for
a second time refused to meet us in
Joint session:

Waereas, We have no desire to nct
rihly upon a questlon involving inter-
eals of sueh magnitude us the conl trado
of the eustern competitive coal fleld;
now, therefore, be it

Ttesolved, Thut our distrlot oMeers
and executive board be instructed to
push vigorously the work of organizing
the miners throughout the entire dis-
triety that they continue negotiations
with the operators looking to u jolnt
confercnce; that If at any time operators
represcutiog o majority of the output in
the castern field signify thelr willingness
to go into a joint conforence with us the
executive board shall call a convention
for that purpose.

Resolved, ‘That, If the operstors ve
resenting & ma, url‘t{ of the output In
sald castern fleld do not at any time
slgnify thelr willingoess to meot us In
joint conference, the executive board
shall, when in its judgement the work
of organizing has progressed sulloiently
and the conditlon of tesde warrants it,
notify all the miners in the eastorn
fleld, from Tioga county, Ponnsylvania,
in the north, to Tazewell conoty, Vie

inla, on the south, o suspond work un-
il thu operators agres to meot us In
{olnl.'m on, or until the conditions of
ha Chleego agreoment have been com-
plled with,

susponalon untl such susponsion shall
take y shall not be more than five
